Special  Cases. 

When  ihe  Medical  Ollirer  visits  a school  for  tlie  purpose  of 
Medical  Inspection,  advantage  is  taken  of  the  opportunity  to 
examine  such  children  (not  falling  into  one  of  the  three  classes, 
" Entrants.”  ” Interinediates,”  and  ‘‘  Leavers  ”)  as  have  been 
noticed  by  the  teachers  to  be  suffering  from  some  palpable  disease 
or  defect.  The  total  number  of  such  children  brought  to  the  notice 
.of  the  .Medical  Oflicer  during  the  year  was  loi,  an  Increase  of  36 
u]>on  the  number  examined  in  1915.  .\  summary  of  the  diseases 

and  defects  discovered  will  be  found  in  Table  II.  (facing  page  8). 


Miscellaneous  Examinations. 

These  consist  of  children  examined  at  the  ofUce  and  comprise 
such  minor  ailments  as  dirty  and  verminous  conditions,  ringworm, 
impetigo,  &:c.  Saturday  morning  of  each  week  is  now  set  apart  for 
the  examination  of  these  children  at  the  Health  Office,  but  many 
children  attend  at  other  times.

'I'hc  iiK  lhods  emidoycc!  or  available  for  the  treatment  of  defects 
are  as  in  former  years,  and  have  been  fully  detailed  in  previous 
reports.  DiiTiculty  has  arisen  in  obtaininj,'"  treatment  at  the  local 
Hospital  owinj^  to  the  strain  on  the  resources  of  the  Institution 
caused  by  wounded  soldiers.

Diseases  of  the  Eye. — Durir'g  the  year  174  children  were 
examined  by  the  ophthalmic  surgeon,  .‘spectacles  were  prescribed 
in  167  cases,  and  of  these  161  ha\  c obtained  glasses. 

In  j8  cases  the  parents  were  considered  too  poor  to  pay  for 
spectacles,  and  the  cost  was  defrayed,  wholly  or  in  part,  by  the 
Local  Authority.

lixcliision  from  School. — The  exclusions  of  children  from 
scliool  by  tile  School  Medical  OlTicer  on  medical  grounds  during  the 
year  total  2,886  school  days.  Of  these,  Kingworm  was  respon- 
sible for  705  and  Dirty  and  \'erminous  Conditions  for  1,115. 

The  latter  figure  is  much  higher  than  it  should  be,  and  is  due, 
in  great  part,  to  the  continual  relapse  of  certain  children. 

During  the  year  the  parents  of  seven  children  have  been  prose- 
cuted for  this  condition,  with  the  following-  results  : —

452  visits  been  paid  to  tlic  various  scliool  departments. 

'I'his  number  is  made  up  as  foIlQws  : — 

126  visits  with  the  Medical  OHicer  to  assist  at  tlie  routine 
inspection. 

326  \ isits  for  other  purposes — examination  of  children  for 
cleanliness,  &c. 

1,361  visits  and  re-visits  have  been  made  to  tlic  homes  of  dirty 
fliildren  and  children  found  on  Medical  Inspection  to  be  suffcrin£c 
from  some  disease  or  defect. 

\’isits  were  paid  to  all  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  giving- 
instruction  to  tile  cliildren,  especially  the  girls,  in  personal  clean- 
liness, the  care  of  the  hair,  ^v.c.,  and  5,981  children  were  inspected 
for  cleanliness. 

29  visits  haie  been  made  to  the  Ophthalmic  Surg-con’s  rooms 
to  assist  in  the  examination  of  children  with  defective  vision,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  children  examined  by  him  (174)  atropine  has 
been  introduced  into  the  children’s  eyes  by  the  nurse  on  the  day 
prei  ious  to  examination.
